COUNTERPROPOSAL FOR IL 1355 EMBARGOES AUTOMATIC AND 
SEMI AUTOMATIC BONDERS AND WELDERS. AGAIN, ACCORDING 
TO REF C, PAGE 9, A TTG NOTED THAT THIS SUB-ITEM COULD 

BE DELETED FOR COMPROMISE PURPOSES. OUR REVISED PRO- 
POSAL IN DOC. REV (74) 1355/8 MADE NO CHANGE IN THIS 
COVERAGE, HOWEVER. THEREFORE, THE STATEMENT THAT 
EQUIPMENT USED TO PRODUCE THICK FILM CIRCUITS WOULD BE 
REMOVED FROM EMBARGO BY DELETION OF SUB-ITEM (C) IS 
AMBIGUOUS AND MAY INVITE FURTHER QUESTIONS. REQUEST 
CLARIFICATION. 

2. FIRST SENTENCE OF REF A, CONCERNING END-USE, SEEMS 
EXTREMELY WEAK IN ITS ADMISSION THAT "US DOES NOT HAVE 
EXACT INFORMATION ON END-USE OF THE THICK FILM CIR- 
CUITS TO BE PRODUCED." USDEL WOULD HOPE THAT WE COULD 
PRODUCE A SOMEWHAT BETTER EXPLANATION.
